Landscape with Green Mountain. North Carolina native Elliott Daingerfield settled in Blowing Rock in the 1890s and spent many years capturing the scenery of 
the surrounding Blue Ridge Mountains. In this masterful watercolor, Daingerfield captures the mist rising up from a valley, swirling through the air and mingling with 
the low-hanging clouds.
